London, June 1. 
During question time in the 
House of Commons to-night, the 
Premier, Mr. Neville Chamber- 
Jain, confirmed that plans were 


in existence for compulsory mili- 
tary service in the United King- 
dom in the event of war. 


This, said Mr. Chamberlain, was 
no new deporture. The scheme was 
in the form of a draft Bill, whch had 
been advanced to a state of prepara- 
tion since 1922, and had been the 
subject of consideration by succes- 
alive Governments since then. 

No such scheme hod been worked 
out for the applitation of conscrip- 
tion to industrial and other non- 
military services, although from time 
to time consideration has been given

Quo Tai-chi Urges 
' British Support 


London, June 1. 

The Chinese Ambassador, Mr, Quo 
Tat-chi, thls afternoon called on the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
Lord Halifax, and delivered a Note 
protesting against Japanese alreraft 
bombing Chinese open: towna. 

The Note recatled the resolution of 
the Assembly of the League af Natlons 
on September 28 Inst year, condemn- 
Ing such bombardments, and appcals 
to the British and other Governments 
to “take such urgent and effective 
measures a3 will restrain Japan from 
continuing the wholesale slaughter of 
{nnocent non-combatants, largely 
comprising women and children.” 

The Chinese Government has sent 
a similar protest to the League of 
Nations. ; i ea . 

The Chinese protest says that the 


present bombings of Canton proved 
even more barbarous-and disastrous 
than any previous Japanese visita- 
tlons by Japanese aircraft. 

“It is certain that if the Japanese 
are allowed to go bn unchecked, such 
alr-ralds will yet, be repeated over 
Canton and other cities with even 
more terrible loss of human life, and 
4ncalculable effects on the ‘future 
conduct of acrial warfare throughout 
the world.'’"—Retiter. *

The situation on the Lunghat Rall- 
way has become extremely tense as 
the Jopanese troops pushing west- 
ward from Kweltch are striking in 
several directions in an effort to 
rescue troops of the Dofhara Division 
trapped north-west of Pantene on 
the south bank of the Yellow River. 

Violent fighting is In progress at 
Ningling, Chihsien, Telngliangssu and 
Lluhotsland, points west and south- 
west of Kweitch. Heavy Chinese 
relnforcements have been rushed to 
Mingchuan, §2 Kdlometres west of 
Kweitch on the Lunghai Railway, to 
check the Japanese advance, 

Meantime, 1,000 Japanese 
at Kuantal are reported 
crossed the Yellow River under a 
heavy protective barrage. Chinose 
troops on the south bank are engag- 
Ing them. 

Confused fighting js going on 

north-west of Lanfeng where the 
beleamucred Doihara troops are still 
stubbornly holding out. Kuhstangtsl, 
the stronghold of the Japanese north 
of Lowany station, js still closely 
besieged by the Chinese. 
. After taking Pohsicn on the Kwo 
River {tn north Anwhel, the Japanese 
column continued Its advance dar- 
ingly westward yesterday, It was 
halted near Luyl, 25 kilometres west 
of Pohsien on the Honan-Anhwei 
border, where a bloody battle is 
raging.

he has totally failed to connect the 
Licutenont Governor, Major . Caine; 
In even the remotest degree with the 
various corrupt. practices falsoly 
alleged against him therein.” 


Mr. Tarrant was accordingly sen- 
tenced to twelve months in the Cri- 
minal Gaol and was ordered fn nddi- 
tlon to pay a fine of £50, or in de- 
fault to spend a proportionate perlod 
of imprisonment, Costs of the case 
Were also assessed against him. The 
cell In which he was confined was 
one “subject to nutisances of the most 
disgusting nature”, stench-ridden and 
so over-run with rats that sleep 
was impossible. Poor Tarrant's 
health, which. seems never to have 
been too good, began to break, and 
he was humanely taken to the 
gaol hospital. The public wero 
now thoroughly aroused at his 
shabby treatment and ‘circulated a 
petition which was duly presented to 
the Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson. 
As a result, Mr. Tarrant was released 
on March 20, 1860 after spending 
some six months in his cell. His 
troubles, however, were by no means 
over. No sooner had he been released 
and his fine of £50 paid by public 
subscription than Dr, W. T. Bridges, 
the Colonial Treasurer, decided to 
step In. Bridges, with ‘heartlessness, 
determined to settle once and for all 
his score with Mr. Tarrant on the 
ground that the latter had also Iibeled 
him at one time or other. Accord- 
ingly, he arranged with Major Caine 
to assume the costs of the case, and 
as Tarrant was the loser, he had to 
pay up. The sum involved was 
$2,263, with Interest at 12 per cent. 
and os Tarrant had been so recently 
relensed from gaol, he had no money 
and so was accordingly confined to 
the Debtor’s Prison. Here he was in- 
carcerated in a room some 12 fect 
square, with two sailors for com- 
panions. Dr. Bridges apparently 
thirsted for his pound of flesh, and 
felt that his chance had come, not to 
secure payment for o Just debt, os 
he admitted that the money meant 
nothing to him, but solely to secure 
vengeance upon the man he regarded 
as hls mortal enemy. 


In order to pay the fine, Mr, 
Tarrant’s property was ordered scized 
and sold, but this time too, the 
general public came to his atd and 
contributed to the amount in order to 
secure his release. 


Mr, Turrant was now a thoroughly 
embittered man, with uo sense of In- 
justlee and joathing the very name of 
the Colony which had treated him so 
crucily: He moved, with his paper, to

refused or postponed indefinite- 
ly. At the same time the court 
is given power to determine 
what increase of rent is fair and 
reasonable. And very sensibly 
it is stipulated that rents of 
similar dwelling-houses in the 
same locality, the character and 
condition of the premises itself, 
shall be essential to the calcula- 
tion. At the same time the or- 
dinance gives the court freedom 
where it is satisfied that greater 
hardship would be caused the 
landlord than the tenant in evic- 
tion cases. 

The Governor may establish 
“reference committecs” to assist 
the courts in consideration of 
questions relating to rent, 
acter and condition of dwellings.

WATCH YARDLEY 


In Yardley, whom I sow in action 
at Cambridge, England has onc of 
her greatest potential batsmen. Des-~ 
pite the fine batting of J. H. Fingle- 
ton, D. G. Bradman, C. L. Badcock, 
and others, I consider that Yardley's 
exhibition was the best of , the 
match when the circumstances are 
taken Into consideration.

OVER AUSTRIAN. LOANS 


Berlin, June 1. 


Anglo-German negotiations regarding -Austria’s 


foreign loans were suspended on Tuesday, and will not’ 


be resumed until after Whitsuntide. 

No official statement concerning this adjournment 
thas been issued, but political circles here believe that it 
was motivated by the demand of the British delegation, 
headed by Sir Frederick Leith-Ross'the Chief Economic 
Adviser to the British Government, that the German 
Reich, as the legal successor of the Austrian State, should 
assume liability for foreign loans raised by the latter. 


The Reich government, on the other 
hand, tales the view that Its position 
in regard to Austria's indebtedness 
to foreign countrics {s not clear from 
the standpoint of international law. 

Several precedents for this attitude 
are cited, Including the refusal of the 
British Government to assume 
responsibility for the debts of the 
Boer republics nat the close of the 
South African War. 

It ts believed that. the British 
delegation {s unwilling to admit the 
validity of this argument in the 
present case, 

Apart from purely legal considers- 
tions, the German Government finds 
ftself to-day in a position of con- 
straint similnr to that in 1934, when 
ihe could mect her obligations to- 
wards forcign creditors only by 
“means of exports. It ts polnted out 
that should Austria's forelgn credi- 
tora be unwilllng to aceept payments 
Jn kind in Itew of payments In cash 
the whole basis on which repayment 
fo loans rests would be Jcopardised. 

Political circles here are not 
unduly alarmed by reports thot in the 
event of n brenkdown of negotiations 
the Britksh government will enforce 
n system of compulsory clenring ns 
regards Germany, It is recailed In 
this connection that a similor threat 
was made In 1034 when an Act of 
Parliament was passed {to that effect,

TEMPORARY 
MEASURE 


In response to the rising 
clamour from the public, the 
Government has acted, effectu- 
ally if somewhat tardily, to 
remove the injustices and 
abuses which have been possible 
in Hongkong since-the demand 
for living quarters has grown 60 
far beyond the supply. The 
Bill rushed through three read- 
ings in the Legislative Council 
yesterday appears to be an 
effective remedy against unfair 
eviction and unreasonable in- 
crease of rents. It puts into the 
hands of the courts the welfare 
of tenants and landlords, for the 
bill provides that if proceedings 
appear to be “harsh or oppres- 
sive or that exceptional hard- 
ship would be caused” the 
tenant by making an order for 
eviction, such an order may be 
refused or postponed indefinite- 
ly. At the same time the court 
is given power to determine 
what increase of rent is fair and 
reasonable. And very sensibly 
it is stipulated that rents of 
similar dwelling-houses in the 
same locality, the character and 
condition of the premises itself, 
shall be essential to the calcula- 
tion. At the same time the or- 
dinance gives the court freedom 
where it 13 satisfied that greater 
hardship would be caused the 
landlord than the tenant in evic- 
tion cases. 

The Governor may establish 
“reference committees” to assist 
the courts in consideration of 
questions relating to rent, char- 
acter and condition of dwellings. 
That is a sensible arrangement, 
for knowledge of the law is no 
guaranteo of familiarity with 
those conditions which enter in- 
to thé calculation of o fair ren- 
tal, These reference committees 
can be approached by tenant 
and landlord also for arbitration 
over rentals, By this step the 
Government has provided what 
has long been required: a tri- 
punal before which both tenant | 
and landlord can air their gric- 
vances. Appeals. can be taken 
from the decisions of this com- 
mittes before a judge in 
Chambers. - Poon) ADR

This brought upon him 
dismissal) from office and the con- 
tinuous enmity of his supertor, Major 
William Caine, The circumstances 
of this affair were historic, for upon 
them hinge the whole course of Mr, 
Tarrant's further — career in the 
Colony. It seems that Mr, Tarrant 
had noticed that the Chinese staff of 
Major Caine wns, engaging Inia 
wholesale system of merciless grafti- 
ing and extortion of thelr compatriots 
in connection with the management 
vf the Central Market, Mr. Tarrant 
wos naturally indignant and fired 
with Jnudable zeal broached the mat. 
ter to Major Caine, who to Tarrant's 
surprise tok it) as a per- 
sonal affront and brought the mat- 
ter to Court. The upshot of the 
affair was that the casc was never 
brought to trial but Tarrant lost his 
job. In vain, he protested that he 
was ucting only In Mnjor = Cuaine’s 
best Interests.

Turrant secured indisputable - proof 
in the shape of translations of actual 
entries in the Compradore's books, 
Major Caine stubbornly insisted that 
it was all a mtstake—t damnable 
canspirney to throw shame upon his 
high office, and to cast disparages 
ment upon his compradore, Wel 
A-foon.

. Appeal At Bankers’ 
“Conference 


Hankow, June 2. 

Appealing for national economy, 
Dr. H, H. Kung yesterday opened the 
Bonkers’ Conference which was 
called in order that the Chinese Gov-~ 
ernment might be better informed on 
tho financinl problems throughout 
China,“and for arranging for the 
ractical co-operntion of local 
ankera in a programme for 
strengthening the country’s war 
efforts. 

“When the armics are fighting 
against the invaders those who are 
not called upon to risk thelr lives 
should make a contribution by the 
abstaining from using Juxuries, and 
in reducmg the consumption of 
other goods”, declared Dr. Kung. 

“All Chinese, with the interest of 
their country at heart are called 
upon to review their present needs, 
and to adopt ao simpler Ife of no 
great hardships, by smoking fewer 
cigarettes, dressing = in simpler 
Chinese clothes and going to bed 
cnrller so as to burn less electricity. 
Elaborate meals and entertainment 
are out of place and a simflar dict 
will improve the health and eMclency 
of the people.” 

Every effort sald Dr. Kung, should 
be mode to avold unnecessary con- 
struction. In these, and other direc- 
tlons a real cffort could be made 
which would substantinlly assist the 
natlon to win the war. Everyone 
should concentrate on frowing more 
food ond using substitutes for im- 
ported foodstuffs, 

The operation of an cconomic 
eompnaign wos tending to reduce con- 
sumption of !mported goods and mak- 
ing available more forelgn exchange 
for the jmportantion of necessitics, 

The reduction in the usc of im- 
ported goods was not directed at the 
foreign exchange of exporting coun- 
tries, and after the hostilities cease, 
foreign trade must be further deve- 
loped oso that the welfare of | the 
people is incrensed.— Reuter

he has totally falled to connect the 
Licutenant Governor, Major Calne, 
in even the remotest degree with the 
various corrupt practices falsely 
nileged against him therein.” 

Mr, Torrant was accordingly sen- 
tenced to twelve months in the Cri- 
minal Gnol and was ordered in addl- 
tlon to pay a fine of £50, or In de- 
fault to spend a proportionate period 
of imprisonment. Costs of the case 
were also assessed against him. The 
cell in which he was confined was 
one “subject to nuisances of the most 
disgusting nature”, stench-ridden ond 
so over-run with rats that sice 
was tmpossibte, Poor Torrant’s 
health, which scems never to have 
been too good, began to break, and 
he wos humanely taken to the 
gaol hospital. The public were 
now thoroughly aroused at his 
shabby treatment and circulated a 
petition which was duly presented to 
the Governor, Slr Hercules Robinson. 
As a result, Mr. Tarrant was released 
on Mareh 20, 1860 after spending 
some six months In his cell, Ts 
troubles, however, were by yo means 
over, No svoner had he been released 
and his fine of £50 paid by public 
subscription than Dr. W. T. Bridges, 
the Colonmal Treasurer, decided to 
step in.

Dr. Bridges apparently 
thirsted for his pound of flesh, and 
felt that hls chance had come, not to 
secure payment for a just debt, os 
he admitted that the money meant 
nothing to him, but solely to secure 
vengeance upon the man he régarded 
as his mortal encmy. 

In order to pay the Ane, Mr. 
‘Tarrant’s property was ordered seized 
and sold, but this time too, the 
general public came to his ald and 
contributed to the amount in order to 
secure his relense, 

Mr, Tarrant was now a thoroughly 
embittered man, with a sense of in- 
justice and loathing the very naine of 
the Colony which had treated him 50 
cruclly: He moved, with his paper, to 
Canton; and then to Shanghai, 

In 1669, he sold his papor and re- 
turned to London—greatly debilitated 
in constitution—and after Ilngering 
in indifferent health for a year or 
so, died on January 26, 1872. Ver- 
haps in lrony and perhaps in a sense 
of pity, like the Canadian millionaire, 
Mr, Millar who Ieft brewery stock to 
clergymen, Mr. ‘Tarrant bequeathed 
the complete files of his newspaper 
the Friend of China to the Colony 
which had so greatly wronged him, 
and they may be seen to this day on 
the shelves of the Public Library.

And very sensibly 
it is stipulated that rents of 
similar dwelling-houses in the 
same locality, the character and 
condition of the premises itself, 
shall be essential to the calcula- 
tion. At the same time the or- 
dinance gives the court freedom 
where it is satisfied that greater 
hardship would be caused the 
landlord than the tenant in evic- 
tion cases. 


The Governor may establish 
“reference committees” to assist 
the courts in consideration of 
questiong relating to rent, char- 
acter and condition of dwellings.

Newspaper Activities 
Shortly after being “sacked” 
frum office, Mr. ‘Tarrant with the 
ald of friends purchased nu news- 
paper. the Friend of China and 
Hongkong Gazette. In this paper 
he sought to gain influence and to 
carry out a fight against corruption. 
Ilis primary ulm, of course, was to 
(ain reinstatement to oMice The 
thought of his dismissal ranisied. In 
his journal he ceasclessly kept the 
matter before the public, now peti- 
tloning: the Governor, then the Chief 
Justice upon the subject of his gric- 
vance. Some of the articles which 
appeared in the columns of the 
Friend of China — were libels 
in every sense of the word, 
but strange as jit may s5cem, 
no attention whatsoever Was paid to 
them until late in August 1859, when 
Major Caine, who had been attacked 
with so much fury for the past nine 
yenrs or sO, determined to take a 
parting shot at his enemy upon his 
final retirement from the Colony. 
Accordingly on August 25, 1859, he 
swore to a remarkable aM@davit in 
the Supreme Court complaining of 
certain statements in Mr. Tarrant's 
newspaper. In the article especially 
complained of, Mr. Tarrant appeared 
to hnve been more vitriolic than 
usual, and accused Major Caine of 
sponsoring all sorts of corruption, 
unjustly levying “squceze” upon al- 
most all portions of the Chinese 
community. He had made the same 
statements for a number of — years 
without being called to nccount. But 
Major Caine in filing his charges 
for libel penned « most curious 
statement of denial, remarkable for 
the fgcet that that it can be rend both 
ways. The ombiguous word in the 
statement has been italleised in this 
article. to more readily show, the 
double meaning, thus: 

“That I never wanted n dollar 
a head for each resident in Chincso 
brothels———that I never at nny time 
wanted fees for keeping gambiing- 
tables——that I never at any time 
wanted what was termed. heung- 
ngan, duty money for licences to sell 
in the market——that I never at 
any time wanted presents for my 
influcrice in Councll_—that I never 
at any time wanted a full supply of 
everything for my table from the 
market holders, except upon the 
usual terms of purchase for what I 
had like other people——that I never 
or any per cent. 
wn eNE on building contracts, 
ete. 


Cause Celebre 


Tho cose which was tricd on 
September 21, 1859 was the first 
libel suit in the Colony, and wns at 
once a cause celebre. The defendant, 
Mr. Tarrant was at an obvious dis- 
advantnge; for Mofor Caine had 
secured the services of all tho 
barristars then In the Colony, and 
the decision of the Court was 
obylous: “We unanimously find the 
defendant guilty of the libel chargo 
against him. And we find also that

WANTS 
ECONOMY 
CAMPAIGN 


Appeal At Bankers’ 
Conference 


Hankow, June 2. 

Appealing for national economy, 
Dr. H. H. Kung yesterday opened the 
Bankers’ - Conference which was 
ceniled in order that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment might be better informed on 
tho financial problems throughout 
China, and for arranging for the 
practical co-operntion of local 
bankers in a programme for 
strengthening the country’s war 
efforts. 

“When the armies are fghting 
against the invaders those who are 
not galled upon to risk their Ilves 
should make a contribution by the 
abstaining from using luxurles, and 
in reducing “the consumption of 
other goods", declared Dr. Kung. 

“All Chinese, with the Interest of 
thelr country at heart are cnlled 
upon to review their present needs, 
and to adopt a simpler Ufe of no 
great hardships, by smoking fewer 
cigarettes, — dressing in simpler 
Chinese clothes and going to bed 
enrller so os to burn less electricity. 
Eluborate meals and entertainment 
are out of place and a similar dict 
will improve the health and eMcleney 
of the peopte.” 

Every effort said Dr. Kung, should 
be mnde to ‘avoid unnecessary con- 
struction. In these, and other direc- 
tions a real effort could be made 
which would substantlally assist: the 
notion to win the war, Everyone 
should concentrate on growling more 
food and using substitutes for {m- 
ported foodstuffs. 

The operation of an economle 
campaign was tending to reduce con- 
sumption of Imported goods and muk-

WATCH YARDLEY 


Jn Yardley, whom J saw in action 
at Cambridge, England has one of 
her greatest potential batsmen. Des- 
pite the fine batting of J, H. Fingle- 
ton, D. G. Bradman, C. L. Badcock, 
and others, I consider that Yardley’s 
exhibition was the best of the 
match when the circumstances are 
taken into consideration. 

Be came in with his side's score 
standing at 2 runs for 2 wickets, yet 
he commenced batting immediately 
ns ff the score were 200 for 2! He 
possesses sound defence, splendid 
footwork, a fine array of vigorous 
strokes, especially the on-drive— 
a stroke not made perfectly by many 
present-day batsmen, but one which 
Cc, B. Fry, of the old players, 
executed most brilllantly—-cournge 
and determination. 

He ts also on fine runner between 
wickets, and possesses a sound 
knowledge of the game des- 
pite the falling fortunes of his side, 
and lost his wicket in the correct 
endeavour to force the pace when 
his Inst men were coming in. 

Added to all this, he was opposed 
tu W. J, O'’Rellly—who was operat- 
{ng more venomously than at any 
time on the tour—nnd also to an 
necurate and clever change of pace 
by Waite. and spin bowlng by 
Ward; yet in a disastrous position he 
never faltered, but disclosed a skill 
not slven to many players. Yardley 
should be a particularly strong can- 
didate for the England side, and he 
certainly has thoroughly carned en- 
couragement, 


FARNES AND GOVER 


The fast bowler position is onc 
which might go to Gover of Surrey, 
and much will depend on his opern- 
tlons against Australia at the Oval. 
He narrowly missed selection in the 
England team for Australia last tour, 
but he must expect opposition from 
Bowes, of Yorkshire, and Farncs, 
af Essex, 

Farnes made remarkable progress 
during the Australian tour, for he 
not only gathered splendid speed, 
but hls accuracy and lift from good 
Iength deliveries offen worried our 
pest batsmen on excellent batting 
conditions. Bowes, however, has a 
good reputation on English wickets, 
and may still be {n the running.
